Declare Sugar 
Supply Ample 


Rationing Is A 
Possibility To 
Prev ent Hoarding 


By Ov id A. Martin 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. ~ The 
go\ crnment may order sugar ra­ 
tioning for consumers, authorita­ 
tiv e sources said today, in order to 
halt an unwarranted hoarding epi­ 
demic. 
Disclosing that such action was 
being considered, these sources de­ 
clared that the supply situation in 
itself did not require rationing, but 
that regulation appeared necess­ 
ary to assure an equitable distri- 
butoin among all users. Present 
supplies were said to be ample, 
and prospects 
were 
that 
they 
would continue sufficient through­ 
out the year. 
Nev ertheless, officials reported, 
many consumers hav e been buy­ 
ing in excess of normal needs and 
storing the extra supplies for use 
in e\ ent of a shortage and higher 
prices, such as occurred in the 
first world war. It was explained 
that these practices, if allowed to 
continue much longer, might re­ 
sult in acute shortages later for 
non-hoarders. 
Agriculture 
department 
sugar 
experts said heav y purchases for 
hoarding purposes began last year. 
This activ ity was reflected in rec­ 
ord sales. Distribution increased 
from an annual av erage of about 
100 pounds in the 1933-40 period 
to almost 130 pounds per person 
in 1941. 
Nutrition authorities, 
on 
the 
other hand, say an av erage of only 
about 65 pounds is ample for a 
good, palatable diet. Most Ameri­ 
cans, they added, eat too much 
sugar for health’s sake. 
Sugar experts take the position 
that there is no justification for 
abnormal purchases of sugar. They 
point out that consumers are pro­ 
tected against price adv ances by a 
ceiling order, and that prospects 
are fairly bright that supplies will 
be sufficient to maintain a 
100- 
pound-per-year rate of distribu 
tion 
Complicated By War 
The war, of course, has compli­ 
cated the sugar situation. 
The 
United States has been depending 
on imports for 70 per cent of its 
requirements. 
The 
Philippine 
supply has been lost for the time 
being and Hawaii is not expected 
to send normal exports to this 
country because of shipping diffi­ 
culties. 
_ The experts state that produc­ 
tion in Cuba, Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands, other Latin-Am- 
erican areas, and in the Conti­ 
nental United 
States 
would 
be 
more than ample under normal 
conditions to make up the Pacific 
deficit. Howev er, this country may 
be called upon to share these 
supplies with Russia as well as to 
furnish Great Britain with larger 
quantities than it has been getting 
from the 
Western 
Hemisphere. 
Russia has lost rich sugar-beeting 
producing areas to the Germans. 
Such dev elopments, 
added 
to 
tranportation complications 
and 
farm labor shortages in this coun­ 
try, could conceiv ably reduce sup­ 
plies below the normal lev el. Of- 
cifials doubt, howev er, that the 
reduction would cut distribution 
below 90 pounds per person. In 
the first world war, distribution 
was reduced to about 78 pounds 
under a rationing system. 
Officials said before inaugurat­ 
ing 
rationing, 
the 
gov ernment 
might appeal to consumers to lim­ 
it purchases v oluntarily to nor­ 


mal requirements. If such an ap­ 
peal failed to work, ration cards 
would be issued.

Call Goes To 
Civ ilian Pilots 


Thousands Asked 
To J oin Army Or 
Nav y Fly ing Forces 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 .—(.T)— 
Thousands of y oung Americans 
who learned to fly in the civilian 
pilot training program were call­ 
ed upon today to join up with the 
army or navy air forces. 
Say ing he acted at the request 
of the army and navy aviation 
services, Brig. Gen. Donald H. 
Connolly , administrator of civil 
aol^nautics, wrote to every grad­ 
uate of C. P. T. courses: 
“Which service y ou enter is a 
matter of y our choice. This re­ 
quest is merely that y ou act upon 
>our pledge, given at the begin­ 
ning of tne C. P. T. course, to ap­ 
ply for air training in the armed 
forces, if and when needed. Both 
the army and nav^y air forces 
have given notice that more ap­ 
plicants are needed now.” 
Charles Stanton, deputy admin­ 
istrator of civil aeronautics, who 
will become acting administrator 
January 15 when General Con­ 
nolly returns to active duty in 
the army , said he ex pected all C‘, 
P. T. graduates “ to get into the 
armed forces as combat pilots or 
instructors, or in whatever capac­ 
ity they may use them.” 
The C. P. T. program, started 
in the fall of 19 39 after a limited 
ex perimental 
trial 
the 
previous 
spring, 
has 
graduated 
approx i­ 
mately 60,000 pilots with 35 to 200 
hours fly ing time. 
The number 
will be increased to 70,000 by 
nex t July L 
Stanton said approx imately 20,- 
000 of these now are in the army 
and navy or awaiting call. 
Another 8 ,000 are in civilian 
aviation, many of them fly ing in­ 
structors; 8 ,000 are in other in­ 
dustries, and 24,000 still are in 
college. 
Recently C. 
P. 
T. 
graduates 
have comprised about 30 per cent 
of those 
entering 
army 
corps 
classes, and the number of “wash­ 
outs” has been decidedly small, 
only about 7 out of 100 failing to 
complete 
the 
army 's 
primary 
course. The percentage is much 
higher for pilots without the ben­ 
efit of previous CPT training.

Cut Asked 


Banta Say s Barely 
Enough Left For 
19 41-42 Biennium 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6—(JF) 
—Parke M. Banta, state social 
security administrator^ told Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell Monday that 
remaining old ag e p ension funds 
are “barely enoug h to finish the 
19 41-42 biennium on the p resent 
basis” of p ay ments. 
It would take a new ap p rop ria­ 
tion of $3,600,000 more in state 
funds to restore the 30 p er cent 
reduction which broug ht p ension 
p ay ments down from an averag e 
of $18 to $13 last July , Banta said.

reached the g overnor’s desk al­ 
most 
simultaneously 
with

Democratic leg islators who urg ed 
Donnell to restore as much of the 
p ension reduction as p ossible.

Donnell said he told them he 
would take their request “under 
advisement”—the same rep ly he 
has g iven to p revious requests of 
a similar nature.

declined 
to 
commit 
himself on the p ossibility of a 
sp ecial session of the leg islature 
to consider old ag e p ensions and 
other p roblems. 
No Sharp Chang e 
Banta p redicted there would be 
no sharp chang e during the rest 
of this y ear on the size of the 
p ension rolls, which now num ber 
117,308. This month—for the first 
time in three y ears—the number 
of 
p ensioners 
declined 
slig htly 
and Banta said statistics indicated 
a “leveling off” of the rolls which 
had been climbing steadily .

Britain has lost the Hong Kong 
defense pixmt in a gallant but 
losing stand. Manila and the Ca­ 
vite naval base hax’e been yielded

Japanese use. 
The Luzon pixmt still functions 
from Corregidor and the Bataan 
peninsula to lessen the strain on 
Singapore, most vital remaining 
allied bastion in the China sea. 
That American-Filipino toehold 
on Luzon is a segment of the 
battle of Singapore^ still thw^art- 
ing effectix^e Japanese exploita­ 
tion of their capture of Manila. 
Nor can it be emphasized too 
often that time is xvhat counts for 
the allies, time to mobilize the 
vast resources in man and in­ 
dustrial poxver. That is the silver 
lining to the otherwise clouded 
China sea outlook. 
Estimate of Re.sources 
'It is wmrth while to look over 
the estimates of those ultimate 
resources. At this moment, due 
to Germany’s huge xvar effort, 
there is little allied adx'antage in 
numbers of men under arms, all 
too little for the xvorld-xvîde fronts 
to be maintained. 
Most authoritie.s place the prob­ 
able aggregate axis armies at be­ 
tween tw^elx'e and thirteen mil­ 
lion men, including 8,000,000 Ger­ 
mans. That could be a little more 
than doubled if ever^^ resom’ce in 
the axis camp were tapped. 
Against that the indicated pres­ 
ent army strength of the anti­ 
axis allies' is placed usually at 
around 15,000,000. That includes 
the United States, Britain and the 
dominions, Russia^ China and the

to staggering figures. It is con­

That potential manpower dis­ 
parity graphically 
indicates the 
basis of Ixxndon and Wasliington 
insistence that it is the long x'iew 
of the war that must shape anti­ 
axis planning and stategic con­ 
ceptions. The economic resources 
in 
raxv 
materials, 
fabricating 
skills and the like are no less 
overxvhelmingly w'cighted against 
the axis mates. 
Time To Punish Aggressors 
Gixen the grim determination 
to bring all this to bear, only 
time is lacking to insure utter 
disaster for the xvar aggressors 
in Europe and Asia. Bitter as is 
the taste of initial defeats and 
disasters on American lips, it can 
only serve to stiffen Americans 
to grim purpose—just as more 
than txvo years of battle I’everses 
rarely lightened by x ictories ha\e 
steeled British hearts to the strug­ 
gle. 
The Hitlerian xvar concept was 
first shattered when Britain fail­ 
ed to react to the fall of her 
French ally by seeking a negotiat­ 
ed peace. Nor can Japan so ut­ 
terly misjudge American 
char­ 
acter as to believe that disasters 
at Pearl harbor and in the Phil­ 
ippines 
liave 
shaken 
national 
resolution to press the war to 
absolute xhctory, cost xvhat it may. 
There is no point however, in 
closing oxer the grax'e implica­ 
tions of those first Japanese suc­ 
cesses. They fully justify the re­ 
peated 
warnings 
of 
President 
Roosex^elt 
and 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill that it will take time 
and an allied effort involving 
probable heavy 
new 
losses 
to 
shake the Japanese loose from 
their strategic grip on all appro­ 
aches to the China sea. 
Singapore already is ringed by 
Japanese air and sea bases plant­ 
ed in* the southern Philippines, 
in Borneo, probably on Sumatra, 
in 
French 
Indo-China 
and 
in 
Thailand. FIow^ long MacArthur’s 
forces can keep the great harbor 
of Manila from becoming a new 
anchor of Japanese sea and air 
control of the China sea is only 
conjecturable. 
Britain’s tiny Malta, less than 
two score miles off the shores of 
Sicily in the Mediterranean xvaist- 
line, has endured more than a 
thousand bombings by German 
and Italian planes since the w^ar 
started and still stands undaunt­ 
ed. Whether Corregidor can du­ 
plicate that feat remains to be 
seen. Ex’entually, Japanese heax-y 
guns might be brought into ac­ 
tion from the southern side of 
the channel. 
That may be the next Japanese

southward against Singapore is 
the Tokyo purpose. The natural 
and artificial strength of Corre­ 
gidor to endure prolonged siege 
are known to the Japanese.
